y AVv CRITERIA ARE GIVEN TO THE AVERAGE PLAYER TO EVALUATE A 

position. Doubled and isolated pawns are considered meannesses. 

Two BISHOPS against a bishop and a KNIGHT, AND control of an open 
FILE ARE CALLED ADVANTAGES. YET, THE AVERAGE PLATER IS TOLD, 

THERE ARE EXCEPTIONS, ACCORDING TO THE POSITION. 

The REASON THERE ARE EXCEPTIONS IS THAT DOUBLED AND ISOLATED 
PAWNS ARE NOT THE FUNDAMENTAL REASONS A POSITION IS WEAK; CONTROL 
OF AN OPEN FILE IS NOT THE FUNDAMENTAL REASON A POSITION IS STRONG. 

IN CHESS, THE PLAYER HAVING THE MOST ALTERNATIVES HAS THE AD¬ 
VANTAGE. Thus , all else being equal, when one has doubled pawns, 

HE SIMPLY HAS FEWER ALTERNATIVES THAN HIS OPPONENT. E. LaSKER ONCE 
WROTE, THAT GIVEN THE CHOICE OF TWO DEVELOPING MOVES, ONE WHICH HAS 
TO BE NAIF ANYWAY, AND ONE WHICH WAS NOT NECESSARY, HE WOULD ALWAYS 
CHOSE THE FORMER BECAUSE IT WOULD GRANT HIK MORE ALTERNATIVES. 

Thus, the old rule: in the opening, develop knights before bishops, 

SINCE IN THE OPENING, THE BISHOP SIMPLY HAS MORE CHOICES OF A GOOD
